France First to Welcome Nation 
Into 
Permanent 
Mem­ 
bership. 


(By AiwetatM Prats.) 
Geneva,* Sept. 8.—Europe buried the 
great war today when amid applause 
which shook the hall of the League of 
Nations assembly Germany was elect­ 
ed a member of. the league and unani­ 
mously accorded a permanent scat on 
the league councils. . 
Whim the roll call of states was 
taken v-4k>reign Ministry Briand of 
France pronounced the word "yes” as 
if hfe wanted th© word to go forth 
throughout the world that France was 
first and foremost to welcome her 
ancient enemy into the fold of con­ 
ciliation and harmony. 
Foreign Ministery Vanderbelde, of 
Belgium, with equal enthusiasm pro­ 
claimed approval of Germany’s ad­ 
mission, while Sir Austin Chamber­ 
lain’s contribution on behalf of Great 
Britain was crisp and clear.

Th© period covering his life work 
stands unparalleled in material de­ 
velopment and acquisition and no sci­ 
ence has been more closely rebated to 
this development than chemistry. It 
lends itself readily to th© material 
advantage of those who know aud ap­ 
ply its secrets. There are large cor­ 
porations in this country who would 
most gladly have capitaled the ex­ 
tensive knowledge of Doctor Brtid- 
enbaugh, both to their own anti his 
financial advantage. But, like Agassiz, 
he was "too busy to make money.” 
Too busy in the great work of making 
men to think much of making money, 
The second element entering into 
the work of this eminently successful 
teacher we believe was his pedagogi­ 
cal philosophy. 
He believed in the 
philosophy of the personal contact 
of teacher with student. He believed 
that teaching in its deepest sense and 
effect was the interplay of personality 
upon personality. 
Doctor Broiden- 
baugh was not only a scientist, but 
a devout scientist. 
He saw God in

heavens; like Kepler he "thought God’s 
thoughts after Him,” amidst burning 
constellations and swinging worlds, 
and never lost an opportunity to bear 
reverent testimony of his faith beforel 
the unfolding minds of those entrust­ 
ed to bis tutelage.

In the death of Doctor Rreidenbaugh 
Gettysburg College has lost a faith­ 
ful, gifted teacher and an able scholar, 
“who for fifty years has served her 
end invested his life in the lives of 
her students. 
The town of Gettys­ 
burg loses an honored citizen who was 
ever ready to champion her best in­ 
terests. 
For more than sixty years, 
he walked her streets, one of her most 
honored citizens. It was his town; he 
was her citizen.

If you had ask­ 
ed him his age, I can imagine him 
answering—"I came to Gettylburg in 
1864.”

Farmers Start Serving Term on 
Bread and Water Which Phy­ 
sician Says Is Harmful. 


Tekamah, Neb., Sept. 8.—Sentenced 
to serve the first and last twenty days 
of their sixty-day jail sentences on 
a bread-and-water diet, because they 
violated the prohibition laws, Roy 
Carson, 35 years old, and Thomas 
Nelson, 50, farmers, arrived at the 
Burt county jail last night. 
Carson weighs 13 pounds and Nel­ 
son 150. Each declares he is a heavy 
eater and cannot stand the bread-and- 
water sentence, recently affirmed by 
the State Supreme Court, to which 
rthey appealed. 
A 
physical 
examination by Dr. 
Isaiah Lukens resulted in a declara­ 
tion by him that neither man was fit 
to stand the sentence. 
"The bread-and-water diet is not 
only cruel but murderous, because it 
damages the vital organs,” he assert­ 
ed. 
Sheriff Smith said three men pre­ 
viously sentenced for similar offenses 
had been examined and two were ex­ 
cused because of physical disabilities. 
Such sentences, he maintained, were 
necessary to rid the county of liquor 
law violators. 
Lost In Supreme Court 
The case of Carson and Nelson has 
attracted attention because of their 
fight in tho State Supreme Court. 
"No court has the right to injure a 
man’s vital organs because* he took a 
drink of liquor,” Doctor Lukens said. 
"To determine if a man could stand 
such a diet you would have to place 
him under examination in a hospital 
for* a week.” •

WHITE HOUSE 
VALET DIES 


Major Brooks, Aged Negro, Who 
Served Under Four Presi­ 
dents, Succumbs. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—Major Arthur 
Brooks, aged negro valet to fourj 
presidents, Taft, Wilson, Harding and 
Coolidge, died at his home here yes- i 
terday from a heart attack, with I 
which he was stricken at White Pine! 
Camp July 23. 
Brooks was 66 years old, and his j 
long term as a Federal employe in- J 
eluded service as messenger to ten 
secretaries of war, ending with Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft, who 
took 
him 
across the street to the White House 
and installed him as custodian. 
Major Brooks was under bond and 
responsible for White House property, 
the silver, the china and the clothes. 
In a moment of consciousness near the 
end he asked for some from the 
White House so that he might reveal 
the combination of the silver vaults j 
over which he had charge. 
Contrary to the general belief, the* 
title of “major,” with which the old j 
man always was carefully addressed,;

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EYE WITNESS TO 
MURDER SOUGHT 


Third Person Believed to Have 
Seen Hali-Mills Slaying to 
Give Testimony. 


Somerville, N. J., Sept. 8.—The 
third eye-witness to the murder of 
the Rev. Edward W. Hall and Mrs. 
Eleanor Mills, called "the eye-witness 
extraordinary” by the investigators 
for the state, is reported to have been 
found. 
The man lives in New York, accord­ 
ing to an announcement by Inspector 
Underwood yesterday, and was chased 
away from the scene of the murder 
by one of the participants in the 
crime. 
Underwood said the witness at­ 
tempted to tell his story to the late 
Prosecutor Azariah Beekman, of Som­ 
erset county, four years ago, but that 
the investigators were not interested. 
The man was intimidated, Underwood 
added, but he refused to say by whom. 
The witness will be questioned this 
week. 
Search was made in Newark for 
"A. L.,” another eye-witness to the 
crime. 
He is said to be a chauffeur, 
and in a letter to Senator Simpson 
said ho would appear here for ques­ 
tioning. 
The original eye-witness is Mrs. 
Jane Gibson, the "pig woman,” who 
identified Mrs. Frances-Stevens Hall, 
widow of the slain rector, ? and her 
brother, Willie Stevens, and cousin, 
Henry Carpender, as those she saw the 
night of the murder just before sev­ 
eral shots were fired. 
All three are charged with the 
crimes. Stevens and Carpender are in 
the county jail here and Mrs. Hall is 
free on bail. 
Frank Garrigan, of New Brunswick, 
who was with Thomas A. Lyons the 
night of the killings and who over­ 
heard an argument and shots from 
near where the bodies were found, 
will be questioned. 
♦ 
Lyons declared he found a blood­ 
stained handkerchief, bearing the let­ 
ter "S,” soon after the murder, and 
that he gave it to a member of the 
New Brunswick police force. 
The 
handkerchief has never entered into 
the case before, but Underwood stated 
that the officer was known and that 
he was still a member of the force. 
William McGonigle, one of those 
whom Henry Stevens said were on 
the beach at Lavallette with him the 
night of the murders, was questioned 
and, according to Underwood, was un­ 
able to fix the date. 
Deputies of 
Sheriff Grant, of Ocean county, con­ 
tinued to guard the Stevens home and 
to shadow the brother of the murder­ 
ed clergyman’s widow whenever he 
left the house.
